The 
lodger would be balanced and would cor 
respond with the cash book and the 
cash itselt. in showing $50 for that deposit. 
At the end of the day's work everything 
about the accounts would be straight. 


The one thing that had to be guarded 


against was the next comparison of the 
depositor's book with the ledger, which 
was sure to be wade every time he came lo 
the bank. So immediately after the ledger 
had been balanced Murphy would go to it 
and put the entry 2 111 front of the entry 
50, made the day before, and then change 
the footing of the depositor's 'otal to cor- 
respond, and the thing was complete. The 
next time the depositor came in the depos- 
it book and the ledger balanced. 


Of course the bank cash was short that 


$200, but Murphy's accounts were all 
right. 


One day he forgot that lie bad taken a 


couple 
hundred 
from one 
depositor's 


amount and put it in his pocket, and so 
did not make the change on the ledger.and 
when that depositor come in next the books 
did not balance, and the investigation was 
begun and Murphy skipped.

PROVIDENCE, Dec 12,—Not only the 400C 


(fcrikers but the many business men 
of the Olneyville district where tie big 
strike has been in progress since Oct. : 
were given an. unlooked-for setback las 
evening. For a number of days the busi 
nesa men have been, hard at work en 
deayoring to bring about an aimcabk 
settlement between the mill owners anc 
operatives. 
Twice last week it looket 


favorable for a settlement, but at the las 
jnoment tbe operatives were found un 
willing to accept the offers of the mania 
faaturers. 
In the meantime the mill owners triec 


to start their mills, btit owing to the in 
terfereuee of the strikers were unable to 
secure the necessary help. At Fletcher 
Providence National mills the attentpt to 
start was abandoned Saturday, while a- 
the Bivqrside and Weybosset mills it was 
necessary to hftve a strong guard of police 
on hand morning, noon and night to pro 
tect those who ventured to accept situa- 
tions. The' operatives of the Providenc- 
National and Saranac mills met yester 
day afternoon, and when it was inadi 
known that thoy voted to accept a nev 
list presented by the manufacturers there 
was great rejoicing. 


The reduction at the Metclier mills on 


weaving averaged 19 per cent. Dressei 
tenders were cut .from $3 to $1.85, a cub o. 
7 1-3 per cent; loom fixers irom $2.35 to $? 
a cut, a out of 10 1-8 per gent, and on other 
help the out averaged, about 10 per cent 
The settlement made yesterday provides 
for a rebate to the weavers, which, makes 
their reduction about 10 1-3 per cent, Thj 
dresser tenders Will be paid $1.90, making 
theiiyut 5 per cent, the loom fixers wil 
be paid $2.10, making their cut 7 per cent 
A slight concession nas also been made to 
the drawing in help, the proposed cut in 
their pay to 17 cents per 1000 threads hav 
ing been changed, to give an average of 
17 1-2 cents.

The list is practically the same as tha1 


which prevails at the Saxon "Worstec 
company^ which resumed last week 
aftordmg employment to 800 strikers. The 
new list differs from the manufacturers 
compromise, which was rejected by the 
strikers, in that it-makes no distinction 
between piece dye work and fancy weav 
ing, nor does it make any mention of fas' 
running looms. 


A Great Surprise. 


When the operatives voted to accept the 


new schedule it was stated by the mana- 
gers of the Providence National and the 
Saranac mills that tha mills would be 
opened Wednesday morning, when worl 
would be resumed. Some hours after the 
Hooeptence the operatives were surprise 
to learn that Messrs. Fletcher of tha 
Providence National and Farwell of the 
Saranac mills had issued notices to the 
effect that their mills would! not be started 
until such time as the owners of theBiver- 
side and Weybosset mills agree to adopt 
the same schedule as adopted at the 
Providence National and Saranac mills. 


This is one of Mie bitterest blows to the 


operatives, nine-tenths of whom were anx- 
ious to return to work at once. Follow- 
ing this came the announcement that 
notices had been posted in the AVeybosset 
and Kivei-side mills to the effect that the 
mills would shut down at bejl time last 
night for an. indefinite period. 
This 


makes the situation anything but en- 
couraging. The owners of the Riverside 
have concluded to make nojconcessions, 
but to open their mills when they see fit 
at the scale of prices now paid by them. 
This alone will keep Messrs. Fletcher and 
Farwell from starting their mills 


Present indications are that the manu- 


facturers will keep their nulls closed for 
some time, it is feared until spring. It is 
conceded that had the operatives shown a 
better disposition, to come to terms lUst 
week the strike would have been ended 
yesterday. The operatives in a majority 
of cases are in distressed circumstances, 
and it is probable that the city will he ap- 
pealed to for assistance. 


The strike has already cost Olneyville 


nearly $350,000, and the end is not yet in 
sight The operatives generally condemn 
the course pursued by the weavers in vot- 
ing not to accept the manufacturers' offer 
at the meeting Saturday and to this move 
is largely attributed the action of Messrs. 
Fletcher and Farwell yesterday. _

SALEM, Mass,, Dec. 12.—The experts who 


are at work on the books of Embezzler 
Murphy of the Salem Savings bank have 
not yet finished their work, and the exact 
amount of his stealings will not be known 
xintil all of the books have been examined. 
It is known, however, that he has been 
appropriating money fox- himself for over 
five years and that the amount will be 
3.60,000 a!/ least, and it may exceed that 
figure. 


The money taken was all cash handed 


in by depositors. When he received the 
money he would credit it properly on the 
pass book, take a part of it and deposit the 
rest in the cash ' drawer, entering on the 
ledger the amount placed in the drawer. 
He kept a memorandum of the accounts 
changed in this way and fixed the books 
before each examination.

o be $30,000. Here is a statement in de- 
tail of how Murphy stole the 360,000. 


It proves to have been one of the finest 


pieces of work, and one of the most ingen- 
ious pieces of book-keepinp that was ever 
cnown. It was as simple as thfc alphabet, 
and almost absolutely safe. 
This is the 


method: 


A depositor would come in to make a de- 


josit. 
Snppoae the amount to be. $250, 


Murphy would lake the money and enter 
the amount on tbe depositor's book. 
He 


would then enter 850 on his cash book and 
the same entry would be made on the. led- 
ger against the name of the depositor. The 
sum of $50 would be put in the money 
drawer and $200 in Murphy's pocket. The

The settlement made yesterday provides 
for a rebate to the weavers, which makes 
their reduction about 10 1-2 per cent. The 
dresser tenders "Will be paid SI.90, making 
their^iut 5 per cent; the loom fixers will 
be paid $3:10, making their cut t per cent. 
A slight concession naa also been made to 
the drawing in help, the proposed cut in 
their pay to 17 cents per 1000 threads hav- 
ing been changed to give an average of 
IT 1-2 cents. 


The list is practically the same as that 


which prevails at the Saxon Worsted 
company^ -which resumed last -week 
affording employment to 800 strikers. The 
new list differs from tie manufacturers' 
compromise, -which, was rejected by the 
strikers, in that it-makes no distinction 
between piece dye work and fancy weav- 
ing, nor does it make any mention of fast 
runnrnK looms. 


A Great Surprise. 


When the operatives voted to accept the 


new scbedxile it-svas stated by the mana- 
gers of the Providence National and the 
Saranac mills that the mills would be 
opened Wednesday morning, when work 
would be resumed. Some hours after the 
acceptance the operatives were, aurpriaod. 
to learn that Messrs. Fletcher of the 
Providence National and Far-well of the 
Saranac mills had issued notices to the 
effect that their mills v» oillfi not be started 
until such time as the owners of theHiver- 
side and Weybosset mills agree to adopt 
tbe some schedule as adopted at tbe 
Providence National and. Saranac mills. 


This is one of Uie bitterest blows to the 


operatives, nine-tenths of -whom were anx- 
ious to return to work at once. Follow- 
ing this came the announcement that 
notices had been posted in the Weybosset 
and Riv.eraide mills to the effect that the 
mills would shut down at bejl time last 
night for an indefinite period. 
This 


makes the situation anything but en- 
couraging. The owners of the Riverside 
have concluded to make' nojconcessions, 
but to open their mills when they see fit 
at the scale of prices now pair! by them. 
This alone vcill keep Messrs.. Fletcher and 
Farvrell from starting their mills. 


Present indications are that the manu- 


facturers will keep their mills closed for 
some time, it is feared until spring. It is 
conceded that had the operatives shown a 
better disposition to come to terms lost 
week the strike -would have been ended 
yesterday. The operatives in a majority 
of cases are in distressed circumstances, 
and it is probable that the city will be ap- 
pealed to for assistance.

Hoar introduced a resolution asking by 
whai: autliority Camraissioner Blount hail 
been appointed, and proceeded to com- 
ment upon the fact that information 
which had been Riven, to the senate under 
the seal of coTifldencc had been. Rnpplieu 
by the state department to the representa- 
tives of four newspapers that were known 
to be 7,caloiis, thorough-going, almost tm- 
Ecrupulous Htipporters. of the administra- 
tion.. 


The appointment of a cemmiaioner "with 


"paramount" authority as a representa- 
tive of the United States in those islands 
Mr. Hoar regarded as being .as gross a 
violation of the constitution of tlie United 
States as vras ever charged upon or im- 
puted to any public official. 


Mr. Hoar, in the course of his speech, 


said that he wanted the matter to be 
separated from all questions of annexa- 
tion or protectorate; and that if it were 
true that the President of the United 
States, the senate being in session, author- 
ized an officer to exercise paramount 
diplomatic autliority and to withdraw at 
his discretion or to land the forces of the 
United States, he- was standing on very 
slippery ground and had better step on to 
terra flrma rapidly and at once. 


IE such an official entered on that duty 


and established a correspondence with 
private persons about the. public- affairs of 
the government to which, he. was com- 
missioned, and if his conduct was ap- 
proved by the president, and the.president 
made himself an accomplice after the 
fact, he (the president) was standing on. 
ice not only very slippery, but very thin. 
Mr. Gray replied briefly to what he called 
Mr. Hoar's "scolding," and then the reso- 
lution went over till today.

Senator Hoar's resolution caused qnite 


a sensation on both sides of the chamber.

or to the real or personal estate of another, 
he shall be imprisoned not more than two 
years.

maliciously do an hi jury, to 'any- person, or 
to the real or personal estate of .any per- 
son, he nhall be imprisoned not'tnore , than 
five years.

mitting serious depredations. There is on 
the slate statute hooka a so called tramp 
law and.it is to be enforced. If this should 
be the case Massachusetts will be infested 
with tramps, and as Lowell is just over the 
border this may prove a temporary rendez- 
vous. 
Here are the provisions, .of 
the 


tramp law mentioned: 


Section 1. If any person shall go about 


from place to place begging and asking or 
subsisting upon charity,he shall be deemed 
to be a tramp, and shall be imprisoned not 
more than fifteen months. 


Scctiou '2. If a tramp shall enter a 


"dwelling-house, or kindle a fire in the high- 
way or on the land nf any person, without 
the consent of the owner or occupant there- 
of, or shall he found carrying any firearm 
or other dangerous 
weapon, 
or shall 


threaten to do any injury lo any person, 
or to the real or personal estate of another, 
he shall be imprisoned not more than two 
years. 


Section 3. If a tramp shall wilfully and 


maliciously do an injury to any person, or 
to the real or personal estate of any per- 
son, he shall be imprisoned not more than 
five years 


va- 
this 


state shall be evidence that the person 
committing the same is a tramp within 
the meaning of this chapter. 


Section 5. Any person, upon view of 


an offence described in this 
chapter, may 


apprehend Ihe offender and take him be- 
fore a justice of'the peace for examination, 
and on his conviction snail be entitled to 
a reward of 510 therefor, to be paid by the 
county. 


Section 0. The mayor of every city and 


the selectmen of every town are authorized 
to appoint special constables, whose duty 
it shall he to arrest and prosecute tramps 
in their respective cities and towns. 


Section 7. This chapter shall not apply 


to a female, nor to a minor under the age 
of 17 years, nor to any blinrl person.

He was unable to stay 
to finish the lesson but. be gave Vhe boys a 
short lesson on the divisions of the carpen- 
ters' rule, the circle, ancles, degrees, etc. 
The drawing kit was also explained und 
rules were laid down for discipline, attend- 
ance and excellence of work. Models of 
the work Lo be executed wet'!- exhibited 
anil the pupils were informed thatj they 
would be required to make drawings or 
plans of the work to be pefiocrned.
